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EXAMINER'S AMENDMENT 

1 . An examiner's amendment to the record appears below. Should the changes 
and/or additions be unacceptable to applicant, an amendment may be filed as provided 
by 37 CFR 1.312.

Authorization for this examiner's amendment was given in a telephone interview 
with Gregory J. Gore on June 22, 2005. 

The application has been amended as follows: 

Claim 1, line 3, before "delivery", the phrase - -planar - - has been added. 
Claim 1 , line 4, after ";" the phrase - -an adhesive on the bottom surface of the 
attachment portion of said pad - - has been inserted. 
Claim 2 has been cancelled. 

Claim 3, line 1 , the numeral "2" has been changed to - -1 - -. 

Per the preliminary amendment of April 19, 2004, specification, page-3, after-2, 
the added phrase 

"Figure-8 is a top front isometric view of the invention alternately used to hold a 
dental material and adhesively secure a small dental implement. 

Figure 9 is a top front isometric view showing the dental instrument released from 
the adhesive holding portion of the delivery pad and being manually applied to the 
contained dental material." 

has been deleted 
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Per the preliminary amendment of April 19, 2004, specification, page-4, after line 
12, the new paragraph added "The present device . . . dental instruments" has been . 
deleted. 

Per the preliminary amendment of April 19, 2004, the specification, page-4,in the 
paragraph beginning at line 13, the added phrase "The non-adhesive portion of the pad 
may also be used to serve as a delivery point for various types of dental materials such 
as dental cements, resin restorative materials, or even medicaments that needs to be 
applied to structures in the mouth. The adhesive section of the top surface of the pad 
may be used to temporarily secure a small applicator brush or instrument or provide a 
surface for attachment of any small item that the dentist or hygienist may need to 
complete a dental procedure" has been deleted. 

Drawing figures 8 and 9, submitted on April 19, 2004, have been deleted as 
being directed to new matter. 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 
A review of the instant pending claims has convinced the examiner that the claims are 
allowable over the prior art of record. The prior art fails to teach or suggest a dental 
material delivery pad for adhesive attachment for a hand or a glove and comprising a 
delivery pad comprising a paper board laminated with metal foil, said pad having a 
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delivery portion and an attachment portion, a plurality of foldlines on the top surface of 
the delivery portion of said pad for forming sidewall portions, the sidewalls being 
upwardly foldable along the foldlines for facilitating containment of dental material on 
said delivery portion of the pad, and an adhesive on the bottom surface of the 
attachment portion of the pad. Also, no evidentiary support could be provided to support 
the position that the instant claimed invention would have been obvious to one having 
ordinary skill in the art. 

The closest prior art to BARHAM (6257888) relates to a dental practitioner's accessory 
comprising a shallow miniature tray (1 1 ) anchored to a glove by adhesive (29). 
However, the reference fails to teach presence of a plurality of foldlines that are 
upwardly foldable and located in the delivery portion of the pad, that the pad is a 
laminate of paper board and metal foil, and that the adhesive in located in the 
attachment portion of the bottom surface of the pad. 

Similarly, SPENCER (4988296) relates to a medical appliance holder comprising a cup 
(12) secured to a glove by adhesive patch (16). However, it fails to teach or suggest the 
claimed dental delivery pad of instant claim 1 .
